Schwartz said that he hoped to have all ap- 
provals in within 60 to 90 days and to start 
construction in August of the proposed 43,377 
square foot store, designed to face Rte. 59. A 
March 1983 opening is anticipated. -^ 

Seven businesses are presently leasing 
buildings on the property purchased by 
Jewel from Lillian Simonsen and the three 
Osmond sisters, Eileen Lewin, Antioch; 
Joanne Osmond,- Palos Park;/ and Mary 
Nevitt, Wisconsin. 

AH seven buildings will be torn down to 
facilitate the construction of the Jewel-Osco

"These tenants will be given notice of 
lease termination immediately and have 
time to look for another location," said 
Schwartz. 

The other two businesses, Kentucky Fried 
Chicken and Swans' Liquors, both on Rte. 59, 
have long term leases. 

"They will be given a choice of staying out 
their leases or leaving now, but either way 
they will not hamper construction since they 
are located in the parking area," said 
William Newby, Jewel's vice-president of 
public relations. 

Newby added that the loss of the Antioch 
Jewel on Lake St. in March's fire put this 
project on Jewel's high priority list due for 
immediate expediting. 

The new store will be three times the size 
of the old store with parking space for 200 
cars, four time greater than that afforded at 
the previous store: 

"This Jewel-Osco combination will be 
slightly smaller than the one just opened in 
Mc Henry, but- still rates at the top of the 
Jewel-Osco concept," said Newby, ad- 
ding, "there will be no walls between the two 
facilities that will have single checkout coun- 
ters. The! combination will offer the com- 
munity a wide range of drug and general 
merchandise items important to the daily 
convenience needs of families. "
